A STRANGE FIND 

\ week or so n strange find was 
In Xarhronk Park. Little Paul 
Wolilerl. so,, of Mr. and Mrs. A. K. 
Wohlert, while playing about the ex- 
c-ivatioii for a new house, picked up 
an iron .'bjes'i. evidently a spear head. 
He took the find home, and his sis- 
ter Patience took the object to the 
school, and asked her teacher what it 
might be. It was submiitted to T>r. 
Frank C. Speck, Professor of Anthrop- 
ology at the 1'niver.sity of Pennsyl- 
vania, who expressed the belief that 
it was an ancient spearhead, probably 
from one of the South Afrivnn tribes. 
The spear head is a large object, 
narrow and finely worked. The metal 
is so excellent that it is practically un- 
rusted. Along the side it is covered 
with rows of thin, recurved projections, 
finely pointed. It is said that the sav- 
ages used to smear these points •with 
the poisons from venomous serpents and 
spiders, causing almost instant death 
to anyone struck. They themselves 
were the only people who knew the 
antidote. 

How that relic of ancient man got 
into Narbrook Park is a mystery, a* 
it was not in a dump that it was picked 
up. One theory is that it was brought 
over here in early Colonial times by 
some explorer, who had secured it in 
Africa. Tt might then have been 

traded to one of the Lcni Lennpes who 
lived about here at that time, and have 
thus been deposited in the soil of the 
park.

1 around these parts,, 
particularly arrow heads, etc.

THE GROWTH OF HEALTH 

Possibly there may be as much sick- 
ness and ill health in the community 
as there used to be, but for Some rea- 
son one <li>i»s not hear so much about 
it. People who were brought up in 
country towns often remark on the 
liroininent place that sicknesses used to 
have in the life of the community. 

A chief topic of conversation used to 
be the condition of this or that per- 
son who had some disease. 

In tbosje days the work of nursing 
sick people wn.s done by neighbors, 
most of whom had never had any ape- 
•'al training in the care of sick people. 
The community seemed full of suffering 
and the thought of disease seemed to 
fill the air. 

As towns grow in size and people 
spend less time in talk about personal 
affairs and have wider ^r*>'rests, they 
are not so conscious of each other's 
affairs. Hence sickness may bo con- 
siderably prevalent in these times with-j 
out people realizing it. 

Still it hardly seems as if sickness: 
were so common as it used to be, ex- ; 
' cept in cases where some lepiilemic ! 
'like influenza gets a hold. For one 
reason., people call physicians more 
' promptly than formerly. They nvoid 
many serioiiis illnesses ns the result 
of relieving wrong conditions before 
they .become dangerous. Also people 
nre more familiar with the laws of 
health. They avtoid many diseases by 
removing the causes. 

Many families supposed to be of ex- 
ceptional intelligence, would formerly 
have : walls of drinking water located 
close to ah earth toilet, and were care- 
less in many other wnys. When they 
got sick they looked at it as a mis- 
fortune which dould not be helped. The 
community is gradually learning that 
disease is lnrgely preventable.
